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Expanded Tax Base, Emphasis on Preparedness on Bardwell’s Agenda in 2012

When speaking with Bard¬ 
well Mayor Philip King in his 
office he is a hopeful mayor. 
2011 was a year in Bardwell 
where once again, the city 
faced the wrath of a natural 
disaster, as an April tornado 
destroyed Front Street build¬ 
ings and changed the land¬ 
scape of Front Street and US 
Highway 51 as we know it. 

As the dawn of 2012 breaks, 
Mayor King is excited about 
what the year will bring. In 
November there will be a city 
council election, and with a 
big announcement this week 
there will be expanded indus¬ 
try. 

Mayor King announced this 
week that Dollar General 
Store will be building a new, 
expanded store on a new lo¬ 
cation at the intersection of 


Highway 51 and 62 where the 
laundramat and the Beards¬ 
ley’s/Stacy Building once sat. 
Crews have been working 
throughout the winter clear¬ 
ing the site and now the site is 
ready for initial dirt work to 
begin with a completion date 
of mid to late March, weather 
permitting. 

The new Dollar General 
store will be roughly the size 
of the Bardwell Fire Depart¬ 
ment, 12,480 square feet. In 
addition to the bigger build¬ 
ing there will be a parking lot 
that is currently three times 
the size of the current Dollar 
Store’s parking lot. For local 
economy, it means that there 
will be the possibility of two 
to four jobs being added. 

Also included in the building 
of a new Dollar General 
Store, Huck’s Convenience 
Stores is also planning expan¬ 


sion as well. According to 
Mayor King, Huck’s will be 
building on to the rear part of 
their building and towards 
Greg’s Supermarket. KYCare 
facilities also opened up in 
Bardwell at the site of the old 
Carlisle County Health De¬ 
partment on Highway 51 as 
well. 

Mayor King told the Carlisle 
Weekly that during the first 
few months of 2012 he will 
be meeting with other compa¬ 
nies to occupy the space of 
the old Dollar General Build¬ 
ing and possibly another 
company relocating to Bard¬ 
well. The first steps in re¬ 
building a city that was 
demolished by the tornados. 

The Carlisle Weekly asked 
Mayor King if there was a 
resolution this year and he re¬ 
sponded that preparedness 
and creating new tax bases for 


the city will be stressed in 
2012 more than ever. “We are 
looking for opportunities to 
expand Bardwell and Carlisle 
County’s tax bases by bring¬ 
ing in new jobs and new busi¬ 
ness. At the same time we are 
looking to stay ahead and stay 
prepared in the event of a nat¬ 
ural disaster, be it a storm or 
something worse,” King said. 

Mayor King and the City of 
Bardwell have faced criticism 
in the past concerning vehicle 
and equipment purchases. 
However, Mayor King told 
the Weekly that without the 
equipment upgrades and 
those purchases, the City of 
Bardwell would have strug¬ 
gled even more in those dis¬ 
astrous events. 

On the subject of finances 
Mayor King said that the city 
was in good fiscal shape. “All 
of our CDs are intact and

once the FEMA money that is 
owed to the city comes in, the 
city will be strong finan¬ 
cially,” King said. 

Front Street was the next 
issue discussed. The build¬ 
ings that were damaged in the 
tornado beyond repair are still 
standing. Mayor King said 
that there are plans in the 
works to have those buildings 
down. However, the buildings 
still need to have asbestos in¬ 
spections and go through the 
necessary environmental reg¬ 
ulating hoops before a brick 
can be moved. 

2012 also saw a boost for the 
City of Bardwell via grants, 
as the City was awarded over 
$140,000 in grants for gener¬ 
ators that will be placed at the 
Fire Department and at the 
water treatment plant. Grant 
funding is also being sought 
to move the water wells from 


its current location, which is 
in a flood plain, to the water 
treatment plant on Ken Win¬ 
ters Drive. 

Finally mayor King told the 
Carlisle Weekly that he will 
look to continue and 
strengthen the relationships 
the city has with county and 
state departments. Bardwell 
City Utilities was key in help¬ 
ing establish electricity to the 
new Carlisle County Court¬ 
house and the city has helped 
aid the Kentucky State High¬ 
way Department in their proj¬ 
ects as well. “Working 
together with these agencies 
and being there for them 
when they need us, means 
they will be there when we 
need them,” Mayor King 
said. 


Arlington City Council Conducts 
First Meeting of New Year

The January 9, 2012, Ar¬ 
lington City Council meet¬ 
ing began with the approval 
of the previous meeting’s 
minutes, this month’s trea¬ 
surer’s report, and the 
monthly bills. 

In the fire department re¬ 
port Arlington Fire Chief 
Randy Cranor reported that 
the Arlington Fire Depart¬ 
ment responded to a mutual 
aid call with the Burkley 
Fire Department. The city 
council then approved the 
fire department’s list of 
elected board members for 
2012 . 

In the daily operations re¬ 
port, Arlington Mayor 
Bobby McGee told the 
council that Arlington City 
Maintenance Manager John 
Lemons has been working 
on paperwork for the water 
department, and clearing 
ditches across the city. 
McGee said that the city had 
to replace a water pump and 
have it repaired. Without the 
repairs to the pump, that 
cost over $1,300, the city 
would have ran out of water 


in 24 hours. 

In new business letters 
were sent out to property 
owners with unkempt prop¬ 
erties. The city will continue 
to pursue action against 
those property owners. 

A $100 donation was next 
approved to the Carlisle 
County Relay for Life. The 
City of Arlington donates 
$100 to the Relay for Life 
every year. 

In the final bit of business 
before adjourning, Council¬ 
man Jason Bogle brought up 
the issue concerning trash 
companies not paying their 
city business license fee. 
The $40 license fee is estab¬ 
lished for all companies 
who do business in the City 
of Arlington. According to 
records, trash haulers have 
not been paying their li¬ 
cense fees as they should. 
Mayor McGee told the 
council that letters will be 
sent to the trash companies 
and fee and licensing pay¬ 
ments will be enforced.

Hubbard Files for State Senator, has Raised $30,354 Thus Far 



Former U.S. Congressman 
Carroll Hubbard of Mayfield 
filed candidacy papers on De¬ 


cember 28 for First District 
State Senator with the Ken¬ 
tucky Secretary of State’s Of¬ 
fice. 

Hubbard’s quarterly cam¬ 
paign finance report as a can¬ 
didate is being filed today 
(January 4, 2012) with the 
Kentucky Registry of Elec¬ 
tion Finance in Frankfort. 
The report indicates Hubbard 
since last August 16 through 
December 31 has raised $30, 
354 and has spent $3,577.34 
for a balance of $26,776.66. 

Hubbard, an attorney, was 
elected First District State 
Senator at age 30 in 1967, 
was reelected in 1971, was 
elected First District Con¬ 
gressman in 1974 and served 
18 years until 1992. 

Hubbard was defeated for 


2nd District State Senator by 
Senator Bob Leeper, I - Pad¬ 
ucah, in 2006 by 54 votes and 
lost to incumbent Senator 
Ken Winters, R - Murray, in 
2008 by 3,000 votes after 
winning the Democratic Pri¬ 
mary election over challenger 
Rick Johnson, D - Symsonia, 
with a majority in each of the 
seven counties of the First 
Senate District. 

The First District State Sen¬ 
ate counties are Calloway, 
Carlisle, Fulton, Graves, 
Hickman, Lyon and Trigg 
Counties. 

Senator Winters has indi¬ 
cated to media representa¬ 
tives he will decide by 
mid-January whether he will 
seek a third four-year term. 
The filing deadline is January 


31. 

Hubbard and his wife, Wilda 
Hubbard, reside at 707 
Chapel Court in Mayfield. 

Hubbard and his wife are 
members of First Baptist 
Church, Mayfield, where he 
has served as a deacon, 
church moderator and a Sun¬ 
day School teacher. 

He is a 1959 graduate of 
Georgetown College, a 1962 
graduate of University of 
Louisville Law School and a 
veteran, having served in the 
U.S. Air Force at Lackland 
Air Force Base and Brooks 
Air Force Base, both in San 
Antonio, Texas. 


It’s Time to End Cervical Cancer 
January is Cervical Cancer Awareness Month 


Bardwell, KY (Jan. 01, 2012) 
- The Ballard/Carlisle 
County Breast and Cervical 
Coalition, The Purchase Dis¬ 
trict Health Department and 
the Kentucky Department for 
Public Health are joining 
forces to stress the impor¬ 
tance of prevention by en¬ 
couraging women to get 
regular screenings for cervi¬ 
cal cancer. 

The HPV vaccine - designed 
to prevent certain strains of 
the Human Papillomavirus 
(HPV) that is linked to cervi¬ 
cal cancer - is viewed as one 
of the most important devel¬ 
opments in women’s health in 
recent years. However, DPH 
officials want women to un¬ 
derstand that the vaccine does 
not prevent all strains of HPV 
or eliminate the need for an¬ 
nual Pap tests, gynecological 
exams that screen for cervical 
cancer. The vaccine is avail¬ 
able at the health department. 
It is available for girls ages 9- 


26. 

“A Pap test is one of the most 
important health tools women 
can use to prevent cervical 
cancer,” said Cinda Wilson, 
local health department nurs¬ 
ing supervisor. “Prevention is 
a key part of public health, 
whether it be avoiding to¬ 
bacco, following a nutritious 
eating plan, or getting health 
screenings that detect signs of 
illness and disease. This is 
one more thing we can do to 
ensure the future health and 
well-being of women in Ken¬ 
tucky.” 

The Pap test, also called a Pap 
smear, screens for abnormal 
cells in the cervix that may 
turn into cancer if not treated. 
The screening is done in a 
doctor’s office or clinic and 
only takes a few minutes. Re¬ 
sults of the test are usually 
ready within a few days. 
Treatment options are avail¬ 
able to remove these abnor¬ 
mal cells if results of the Pap 


test show them. In most 
cases, the treatment prevents 
cervical cancer from develop¬ 
ing. 

“Cervical cancer remains a 
major threat to women’s 
health even though it can be 
prevented,” said Jamie Smith, 
Cancer Control Specialist 
with the Kentucky Cancer 
Program. “The best way to 
avoid cervical cancer is to get 
regular screenings that can 
detect changes in the cervix 
early on, before cancer devel¬ 
ops.” 

“If you are a Medicaid recip¬ 
ient, the screenings are cov¬ 
ered through your plan,” said 
Pam Klope, Nursing Supervi¬ 
sor at the Purchase District 
Health Department. “If you 
aren’t up to date on your Pap 
tests, don’t wait. Call your 
health care provider immedi¬ 
ately and schedule an ap¬ 
pointment or contact our 
cancer program to see if you 
qualify for services.” 


Typically, if abnormal cells 
are present in the cervix, it 
takes years before they de¬ 
velop into cervical cancer. 
That’s why physicians and 
health care providers contin¬ 
ually stress the importance of 
regular screenings - to detect 
abnormal cells before they 
become cancerous. 

“When it comes to leading 
healthy lives, we all have a 
role to play to protect our¬ 
selves from the onset of un¬ 
necessary illness,” said 
Klope. “We simply cannot 
forgo the health screenings 
that can detect diseases before 
they become deadly.” 

Women who don’t have 
health insurance or can’t af¬ 
ford a screening should call 
the Carlisle County Health 
Center at (270) 628-5431 to 
see if the Kentucky Women’s 
Cancer Screening Program 
can be of assistance and to 
schedule an appointment. 


Bill Filed to Provide Tax Credit to Volunteer Firefighters 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (January 
4, 2012) - Rep. Michael 
Meredith, R-Brownsville 
(19th District) has filed a bill 
for the 2012 Regular Session 
that if passed would create a 
$1,000 refundable tax credit 
for any certified volunteer 
firefighter in the Common¬ 
wealth. 

“As the son and brother of 
volunteer firefighters in my 


hometown of Brownsville, I 
know the great risk and the 
little reward those that volun¬ 
teer to protect their neighbors 
receive,” said Rep. Meredith. 
“It is my hope that this pro¬ 
posal in some way is a thank 
you for those men and 
women who serve their com¬ 
munities and counties as vol¬ 
unteer firefighters, and 
reimburse them for a little of 


the cost they incur.” 

Under Rep. Meredith’s bill, 
any volunteer firefighter who 
is certified by the Commis¬ 
sion on Fire Protection Per¬ 
sonnel Standards and 
Education would be eligible 
for a refundable tax credit of 
$1,000 beginning on January 
1, 2013. Eligibility for the tax 
credit would be based on cer¬ 
tification and that the individ¬ 


ual must be a certified volun¬ 
teer firefighter for the entire 
taxable year. 

House Republican Repre¬ 
sentatives Sara Beth Gregory 
of Monticello and Jill York of 
Grayson are co-sponsors of 
Rep. Meredith’s proposal. 
The bill is filed as HB 193 for 
the 2012 Regular Session. 
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2012 City of Bardwell Vehicle 
and Motorcycle Licenses are now 
available for purchase.

Whitfield Announces Re-Election Bid in 2012 



Congressman Ed Whitfield 
announced today that he will 
seek re-election to the U.S. 
House of Representatives in 
2012. 

Whitfield, Chairman of the 
Energy and Power subcom¬ 
mittee of the U.S. House of 
Representatives, cited job 
creation, the Nation’s debt, 
job killing federal regula¬ 
tions, and regaining competi¬ 
tive economic advantage for 
his decision to seek re-elec¬ 
tion. 

“Our first priority must be to 
put American’s back to 
work,” said Whitfield. “That 
means producing our own en¬ 
ergy with Kentucky coal, 
completing the Keystone oil 
and gas pipeline, and devel¬ 
oping all practical forms of 


low cost energy. It also means 
paying down our debt, con¬ 
trolling our spending, and 
ending job killing federal reg¬ 
ulations like regulating farm 
dust, the Obama healthcare 
law, and the Environmental 
Protection Agency’s out of 
control assault on job creation 
through regulatory rule mak¬ 
ing.” Whitfield has been a 
leader in Congress in trying 
to bring balance to federal 
regulatory policy, so that de¬ 
cisions take into account the 
impact of federal actions on 
jobs and the economy. He has 
focused particularly on the 
actions of the Environmental 
Protection Agency and its 
failure to consider the effect 
of its regulations on con¬ 
sumers and employers while 


it also meets its obligations to 
protect health and the envi¬ 
ronment. Whitfield has 
chaired over 30 hearings on 
EPA regulations, including 
calling out such non-sensical 
proposals as those that would 
regulate farm dust. Whitfield 
also serves on the Subcom¬ 
mittee on Health, where he 
has voted to repeal the 
Obama health care law. 

Looking ahead, Congress¬ 
man Whitfield plans to con¬ 
tinue his focus on developing 
a domestic energy agenda 
that draws on all forms of en¬ 
ergy resources, from coal and 
nuclear to hydropower, natu¬ 
ral gas and alternative energy 
supply. That includes particu¬ 
lar emphasis on use of Ken¬ 
tucky coal. Congressman 
Whitfield also plans to cham¬ 
pion infrastructure develop¬ 
ment and the jobs that come 
with it, including completion 
of Interstate 69 and badly 
needed repairs and mainte¬ 
nance of our inland water¬ 
ways and harbors. 

"It is my great honor to be 
the voice in Congress for our 
area of Kentucky, and I look 
forward to continuing to draw 
on my experience and senior¬ 
ity to advance an agenda for 
our Nation that creates jobs 
and opportunity and restores 
America’s greatness,” Whit¬ 
field said.

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Gov. Beshear Authorizes Funding for Heating Crisis Program 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (Jan. 5, 
2012) - Governor Steve 
Beshear today announced the 
immediate distribution of 
$9.5 million in additional fed¬ 
eral appropriations for Ken¬ 
tucky’s Low Income Home 
Energy Assistance Program 
(LIHEAP). 

“The availability of home 
heating assistance is critical at 
this time of the year,” Gov. 
Beshear said. “More funding 
means more Kentucky fami¬ 
lies can apply for assistance 
to stay warm during the 
colder months.” 

The U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services 
recently released additional 


funding to help eligible low- 
income families meet their 
home energy needs - bringing 
the total available funds since 
Oct. 1, 2011 to $2.6 billion. 
Kentucky’s total funding for 
the fiscal year is $46.4 mil¬ 
lion. 

The Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services (CHFS) ad¬ 
ministers the LIHEAP pro¬ 
gram in Kentucky through a 
contract with Community Ac¬ 
tion Kentucky (CAK), which 
disburses benefits through 
Community Action Agencies 
(CAA) across the state. 

Every county has at least one 
staffed CAA office, according 
to the cabinet. 


Gov. Beshear immediately 
made the additional funds 
available to local CAAs once 
his administration received 
notice of the funds for heating 
assistance. 

LIHEAP’s first winter fund¬ 
ing phase, for all eligible fam¬ 
ilies who need heating 
assistance, ended in Decem¬ 
ber. The program’s crisis 
phase, for families facing a 
home-heating emergency, 
began Jan. 4 and ends March 
31 or when funding runs out. 

CHFS Secretary Janie Miller 
said the additional funding 
will infuse needed assistance 
to low-income families across 
the state.

Families applying at their 
CAAs during the crisis com¬ 
ponent must bring a past due 
or disconnect notice from 
their utility provider. 

Having past due or discon¬ 
nect notices are not the only 
criteria that make households 
eligible for LIHEAP. If an in¬ 
dividual or family is within 
four days of running out of 
fuel, they may also be eligible 


for assistance if their primary 
heat source is propane, fuel 
oil, wood or kerosene. This 
provision also applies if they 
have received an eviction no¬ 
tice for nonpayment of rent 
and home heating cost is in¬ 
cluded as an undesignated 
portion of their rent,

January is National Radon Action Month: 
Test for Dangerous Radon Gas 


(Kansas City, Kan., January 
5, 2012) - The U.S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency 
(EPA) Region 7 is encourag¬ 
ing people to take simple and 
affordable steps to test their 
homes for harmful levels of 
radon gas as part of National 
Radon Action Month. Radon 
is an invisible, odorless, taste¬ 
less radioactive gas that comes 
from the natural breakdown of 
uranium in soil, rock, and 
water. It causes no immediate 
symptoms but is the number 
one cause of lung cancer 
among non-smokers and kills 
more than 21,000 each year in 
the United States. 

“Radon is a dangerous health 
threat to our families and com¬ 
munities that can be easily 
avoided through simple test¬ 
ing,” said Karl Brooks, EPA 
Region 7 Administrator. "This 
month, I urge everyone to test 
their homes.” 

Nearly one of every 15 
homes in the U.S. is estimated 
to have elevated radon levels. 
Simple steps to prevent this 


health hazard can be taken: 

• Test: EPA and the U.S. Sur¬ 
geon General recommend that 
all homes, both with and with¬ 
out basements, be tested for 
radon. Affordable do-it- 
yourself radon test kits are 
available at home improve¬ 
ment and hardware stores and 
online. A qualified radon 
tester can also be hired by 
contacting your state radon of¬ 
fice. 

•Fix: EPA recommends tak¬ 
ing action to fix radon levels 
above 4 Picocuries per Liter 
(pCi/L). Addressing high 
radon levels often costs the 
same as other minor home re¬ 
pairs. 

• Save a Life: By testing and 
fixing elevated levels of radon 
in your home, you can help 
prevent lung cancer and create 
a healthier home and commu¬ 
nity. 

Radon can enter a home 
through cracks in the founda¬ 
tion or other openings, such as 
holes or pipes. Although radon 
can enter a home through the 


water supply, entry through 
the soil is a much larger risk. 
Radon in a home’s water sys¬ 
tem is more likely when the 
home has a ground water 
source - such as a private well 
or public water supply system 
that uses ground water. 

In addition to testing for 
radon, there now are safer and 
healthier radon-resistant con¬ 
struction techniques that home 
buyers can discuss with 
builders to prevent this health 
hazard. 

In 2011, EPA announced the 
Federal Radon Action Plan, 
along with General Services 
Administration and the de¬ 
partments of Agriculture; De¬ 
fense; Energy; Health and 
Human Services; Housing and 
Urban Development; Interior; 
and Veterans Affairs. This ac¬ 
tion plan will demonstrate the 
importance of radon risk re¬ 
duction, address finance and 
incentive issues to drive test¬ 
ing and mitigation, and build 
demand for services from in¬ 
dustry professionals.

The Carlisle County Fiscal Court and the Carlisle County Sanita¬ 
tion District #1 intends to undertake adding a generator to the Ar¬ 
lington Lift Station near the old treatment plant. Proposed 
improvements to the sanitary sewer system cannot be under¬ 
taken in any other location. There is, therefore, no practicable al¬ 
ternative to the proposed project. 

The proposed improvements to the existing sewer system con¬ 
form to all applicable State floodplain protection standards. Im¬ 
provements to the sanitary sewer system are part of the district's 
long range flood plain management plan. The proposed action 
will not adversely affect natural or beneficial floodplain values. 

Failure to provide these improvements would result in the con¬ 
tinued problems operating this lift station during power outages. 
It is the county's and district’s judgment that the continued via¬ 
bility of the sewer system outweighs consideration of Executive
